Clearance of all outstanding 
debts is the provision’ imposed by the 
Rockefeller board, which already has 
appropriated $9,000 te enable the lo- 
eal university to take up options on 
property on which to erect new build- 
ings. The remaining $32,000 will

Soviet Reports Show Crime 


In Russia Is on Downgrade 


MOSCOW, March 29.—()—Crime 
in soviet Russia appears to be on 
the downgrade, especially murder and 
“bootlegging,” according to the fig- 
ures just completed by the national 
institute for research into crime and 
criminals. 

The institute's statistics for the 
first six months of 1930, which are 
the latest and thus far are unpub- 


tions in the soviet union for murder 
(the figures do not include the small- 
er republics) against 7,431 for the 
first six months of 1929. 

In a similar period of 1929 there 
were 21,304 convictions for bootleg- 


national fiery drink, whereas 
there were only 8,575 arrests for this 
the same period last year. 


Convictions for holdups in 1929 to- 
2,164 against 1,460 last year, 
while sexual crimes dropped from 
4,864 to 3,106 in 1930 

There is no death sentence for mur-

by shooting is meted out to some po-| 
litical prisoners only, but figures in| 
this category were not obtainable. 


According to Professor David Ru- 
benstein, head of the institute, the de- 
crease in crime is due to liquidation 
of unemployment, and in the country 
districts to the collective farm move- 
ment. 

During the past few years boot- 
legging has been of considerable an- 
noyance to the government.  Boot- 
leggers usually get a prison, sentence 
of from three months to three years. 

Rubenstein declared the soviets are 
increasing their efforts to reform 
criminals rather than to punish them. 
New reformatories are being con- 
structed in various parts of the union 
for both men and women as well as 
for “homeless waifs,” who several 
years ago roamed the country.

have no guards; the institutions being |

‘Lack of Trained Workers 


Is Soviet Stumbling Block; 


Inadesieate Transporta- 
tion Equipment Like- 
wise Hinders Success of 
Five-Year Plan. 


A stumbling block in the path 
of the Russian proletarian giant 
striding towards completion of 
the famous five-year plan, is the 
unreliability of native technical 
workers and the shortage of 
scientific experts. Another is the 
ill-equipped transportation. Eu- 
gene Lyons, Moscow’ corre- 
spondent of the United Press, 
‘explains in the following article, 
the fourth of a series, the dif- 
ficulties that beset the soviet re- 
gime in its relentless pushing of 
its prescribed scheme. Mr. Ly- 
ons is visiting in ‘America.

NEW YORK, March 2$.—(UP)— 
When Joseph Stalin spoke recently at 
a conference of businessmen and in- 
dustrialists, he waved aside the fact 
that the two years of operation under 
the five-year plan gave the union an 
aggregate production of 30 1-2 billion 
rubes—a billion more than the plan 
called for. Nor did he mention the 


‘fact that 6,500,000 peasant farms had | 


been merged into collectives. 

Instead, Stalin emphasized the fail- 
ure of Russia to attain the 32 per 
eent production growth planned for 
1980, and riveted attention to the dif- 
ficulties to be overcome this year, 
which are many and enormous. The 
growth for 1931 has been charted at 
45 per cent.

A dual attack upon suggestions the 
federal government go “into the liquor 
| business” or undertake a system of 
liquor control, emanated today from 
‘leading organizations in the dry camp. 
The Methodist Episcopal board of 
‘temperance, in its weekly clipsheet, 
gave reasons it believed the American 
‘people “could not accept” a liquor con- 
' trol system. 

The system proposed by Colonel 
Henry W. Anderson, of Richmond, 
Va., in his addenda to the Wickersham 
report, was patterned in part upon 
the Bratt system. The board did not 
mention either Anderson or the law 
enforcement commission's report. 

At the same time F. Scott McBride, 

‘superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, issued a statement quoting 
the answers given by two Pittsburgh 
busines and professional men to a 
letter 1com Pierre S. du Pont, a di- 
rector of tbe Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment. 

Marcus W. Acheson, Jr., attorney, 
was quoted as contending the Ameri- 
can people would never consent “to 
their government's going into the 
liquor business.” He asserted it was 
“outside practical polities,” and would 
not lead to temperance. 

R. A. Shipley, vice president of the 
National Fire Proofing Company, was 
quoted as saying prohibition had 
brought financial comfort to his firm’s 
employes in the place of near poverty. 
Both men were listed as leaders of the 
Anti-Saloon League's new ~ national 
cdlucation program. 

Among the points enumerated 
against the Bratt system were that 
it was based upon a false “theory of 

_aleoholic beverages,” that it had in- 
'ereased drinking among Sweden's 
youth; that it was too paternalistic 
and that since the holding of a liquor 
license was based upon good behavior 
the right to drink had become a “cre- 
dential of respectability.” 

“The Bratt system has had only 

a limited trial in 120 of the 2,400 dis- 
tricts of Sweden,” the board said.

WIDOW OF WINSHIP 


STAYS IN SECLUSION 


Ashes of Retired Naval Of- 
ficer Leave San Francis- 
co for Macon. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.— 
(?)—Sealed in a dull metal contain- 
er, the ashes of Lieutenant-Command- 
er Emory Winship, wealthy retired 
naval officer, who ended his life 
March 21 because of domestic trou- 
bles, left here Sunday night for Ma- 
con, Ga., where they will arrive Fri- 
day. 

Because of the. reticencerof Mrs. 
Dorothy Blount Winship, the attrac- 
tive Georgian widow, who with her 
sister, Miss Eugenia Cuyler Blount, 
remained in seclusion of the fashion- 
able Winship apartment, it was not 
learned whether the ashes were ac- 
companied, 

Mrs. Winship and her sister will 
return to Maeon to attend the fu- 
neral, Miss Blount said, although she 
refused to name the day of depar- 
ture. 

“We will be there in time for the 
funeral,’ Miss Blount said. 

Mrs. Winship, whom a coroner's 
jury blamed for the suicide of her 
prominent husband, refused to com- 
ply with the request of Henry Win- 
ship, who requested the widow to de- 
liver his father’s ashes to Joseph W. 
Preston, Jr., Winship’s business as- 
sociate. She directed the delivery of 
the ashes to the carrier concern. It 
had been reported the ashes left yes- 
terday. 

The alleged feeling of bitterness 
between Preston and Mrs. Winship 
which developed during the coroner's 
inquest when Preston detailed Mrs. 
Winship’s alleged association with 
Ray MeGunigle, family chauffeur, 
was heightened considerably by the 
disagreement over shipping instruc- 
tions. 

“Mrs. Winship ignored Dillon Win- 
ship’s request,” Preston said, “Hag- 
gling over a man’s ashes is, to say 
the least, undignified.” 

“Mrs. Winship requested $750 
from Mr. Preston,” Miss Blount said, 
“with which to carry out the instruc- 
tions of her husband’s last wishes. 
This was refused.” 

Meanwhile Preston said he await- 
ed the filing of Winship’s will in Ma- 
con, probably tomorrow, It was re- 
ported the commander disinherited 
Mrs. Winship and left his estate to 
his son, Emory Wiuship, Jr.

EXPLAINS TRADE PACT 


Merely Step Toward Eu- 
ropean Economic Unity, 


Says Otto Ender. 


VIENNA, March 29.—(/)—Otto 
Ender, chancellor of Austria, in a 
speech at Dornbirn tonight, minimiz- 
ed the importance of the proposed 
Austro-German customs union which 
he described as a regional agreement 
by which Austria hoped to relieve 
her economic and industrial troubles. 

She had concluded similar agree- 
ments with Hungary, Jugo-Slavia 
and Czecho-Slovakia, he said, but 
when she sought such an arrangement 
with Germany all Europe rose in pro- 
test. All neighboring states were in- 
vited to join, making this the first 
step toward European economic unity, 
he declared, but the mere suggestion 
of including Germany brought dis- 
mayed objections. 

If every step toward a Pan-Furo- 
pean federation raises such suspicion 
and mistrust, he said, the realization 
of any sort of unity is remote indeed. 

Referring to criticism of Austria 
for failure to prohibit emigration and 
import from soviet Russia, the chan- 
eellor declared that co-operation of 
the United States with European 
powers is indispensable to any united 
action against Russia but that in the 
circumstances such collaboration ap- 
peared to be out of the question.
